might ſeem unneceſſary to write any: 
Thing farther concerning it, as they 
are an ght to have exhauſted the

Subject, ſo as to render it impoſſible 
for the humane Mind to inveſtigate 
any W new concerning its Na- 
ture, Cauſe, and Cure. 


This might have had ſome force 
with me had not the following Rea- 
ſons induced me to this preſent Un- 
dertaking - For 1ſt, the vaſt and 
ungrounded Eſteem which Dr. 
Aſtruc's Book on this Diſeaſe has met 
with in the World, and the great 
Uſe that is made of it by the younger 
Practitioners, who look upon all that 
he ſays as infallible Truth; makes it 
a Matter of the greateſt Importance 
to the World to undeceive them, as 
fuch. Prejudices in Favour of this 
learned, well-meaning, but miſta- 
ken Writer, may be hurtful to the 
Health and Lives of Mankind ; for 
not to inſiſt on his having embaraſſed 
the Subject to a great Degree, he 
has ſubdivided the Pathological Hif- 

tory

tory of this Diſeaſe, and ſo confounded 


its Symptoms with thoſe of other Diſ- 
caſes, as to make a certain and tho- 
rough Knowledge of the Diſorder paſt 
finding out according to his Manner 
He isextremely prejudiced, which often 
leads him into a wrong Method of 
Reaſoning and frequent Contradic- 
tions; all which is ja ſtill more 
di agrecable, by his being extremely 
tedious, dry, and loaded with tri- 


fling Di greſſions. 


What Dr. Boerhaave has wrote on 
this Subject is ſomewhat too general, 
though it deſerves. the moſt particu- 
lar Notice, he having gone further 
in his Enquiries into its Nature and 
Cure, and found out more Truths 
relating tothem, than ny other Perſon 


has ever done. 


Secondly, The greater part of the 
beſt Writers on this Diſeaſe, as they

wrote in different Nations, ſo no- 
thing producing greater Variety in 
the Symptoms, and Cure of this 
Poiſon than Difterence of Climate, 
it may not therefore be ſurprizing, 
if theſe Writers oft diſagree in their 
Deſcriptions of the Diſeaſe and Man- 
ner of Cure; tho' each be perfectly 


right in regard to the Place where he 
wrote, | 


However, theſe were not the only 
Motives that induced me to under- 
take this Work, for after I had read 
all that had Nen wrote on this Diſ- 
order, I found that an accurate Pa- 
thological Hiſtory, as well as an eaſy, 
certain, and efficacious Method of 
Cure, was ſtill wanting. Tho' many 
valuable Obſervations are to be found 
in the Writings of ſuch as have treat- 
ed of this Diſeaſe; which if collected 
together, and ſet in a proper Light, 
= go a great Way in furniſhing

us with a tolerable Natural Hiſtory of 
the Diſeaſe; but as no one that I 
have met with has ſucceeded in that 
Work to my Wiſhes, ſo I flatter 
myſelf that what I ſhall offer on that 
Head will not be diſagreeable to the

An eaſy, provided it be a certain 
Method of Cure, is a Thing ſo de- 
fireable, that its Inveſtigation ought 
to employ the moſt ſerious Attention 
of every ingenious and honeſt Prac- 
titioner. 
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Pain, tho' an Attendant on many 
Diſeaſes, yet is one of the moſt unde- 
fireable Circumſtances that can attend 
them; as it diſorders all the Animal Se- 
_ cretions, diverts Nature from the Con- 
coction of the morbid Matter which 
cauſes them, and at laſt tires her out, 
ſo that the poor Patients often meet 
with their long wiſhed-for Diffolu- 


tion,

tion, as the only Refuge from this 
diſagreeable Symptom. And as the 
Phyſician ought to uſe all his Endea- 
vours to remove it as ſoon as poſſible, 

ſo in every Method of Cure he ought 
to avoid it, if he can by any Means 
find out a Method equally efficacious 
to one that is painful, 


When I firſt entered into 3 
1 could not without Regret obſerve 
many Patients, of weak Nerves, and 
tender Habits, doom'd to a painful 
Salivation, in which Courſe ſome of 
them died; others eſcaped with 
wretched and broken Conſtitutions, 
and other irrecoverable Complaints, 
much worſe than thoſe they had un- 
dergone that Method for; while ſome 
after an Iliad of Pain and Miſery, 
were diſappointed in their Hopes of 
a Cure. Theſe were ſtrong Induce- 
ments to me to apply myſelf to the

Reaſon is my Aim; fo I ſhall be un- 
concerned at Wer malicious, en- 
vious, or intereſted Perſons ſhall ſay, 
entirely ſatisfied that I advance no- 
thing but what is grounded on unde- 
niable Facts; which indeed are the 
ſtrongeſt and moſt inconteſtable Crite- 
ria of Truth; I ſhall bear their Re- 
proaches with a Mind and Temper 
not to be ſhaken, much rather chu- 
ling in any Reſpect to contribute to- 
wards the ſaving the Life of one Man, 
and enabling him to be a uſeful 
Member of Society, than to enjoy 
the Praiſe and popular A * of 


a whole Nation. 


18 Tis a little ſtrange that Men of 
Senſe and Learning, ſhould have 


particularly J. Sylvius of Paris, carried their Rage 
fo far, as to urge the Emperor to put him to 


Death, only becauſe he differed in Opinion from 
Galen. 
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trifled ſo much as they have done 
concerning the Origin of this Diſeaſe, 
and the Place from whence it was 
brought into Exrope: I think it is to 
very little Purpoſe with regard to the 
Cure, to enquire, from what Part it 
came, or at what Time it made its firſt 
Appearance in Europe? Whether it 
was a Diſeaſe known to and deſcribed 
by the Antients ? Since they have 
left us no Method of treating it. 
And indeed after all that has been 
ſaid on the firſt of theſe Enquiries, it 
muſt be confeſſed, that it is involved 
in ſuch Obſcurity, that it is next to 
impoſſible to arrive at the leaſt De- 
gree of Certainty. Thoſe that aſſert 
that twas brought from Hiiſpaniola, 
by Celumbus's Followers, have this 
Circumſtance in their Favour, name- 
ly, that Gon/ſalvo Ferrand, who 
was greatly infected with this Poiſon 
about the Year 1517, finding no 
Relief from the Phyſicians of his own 

Coun-

Country, went to America, led thi- 
ther by the common Report which 
prevailed in Europe at that Time, of 
its being brought from the FVeft-In- 
dies, in Order to receive his Cure, 
and obſerve the Method the Indians 
uſed to treat ſuch as were infected. 
On his Arrival there, he found that 
'twas on Guaiacum alone they depend- 
ed, and by which Medicine alone, 
uſed in their Manner, Gonſalvo be- 
came now cured. 


On the other Hand, when we con- 
ſider what has been advanced by Au- 
thors of known Veracity, among 
whom was the great Sydenham , 
concerning its being brought from 
Africa, we ſhall find the Dithculty 
of finding out the Truth is further 
encreaſed; for iſt, Ferdinand de 
Cortez, who was preſent at the Con- 
queſt of the Indies by Columbus, and 
who wrote a Hiſtory of that Expedi-

tion, aſſerts, That before their Ar- 
rival in the Vet- Indies this Diſeaſe 
was not known to that People, but 
was firſt brought there by a Slave be- 


longing to Pamphilo de Navares ; 


which Slave was an African, and 
had been at the Siege of Waples; 
this Slave, he ſays, infected a great 
Number of Indians with the Vene- 
real Diſeaſe; and indeed if we com- 
pare the Symptoms that attended the 
Pox on its firſt Appearance in Europe, 
with theſe of the Yaws, well known 
to be an African Diforder, we ſhall 


finda prodigious Agreement between 


them; of which laſt Diſeaſe we have 
an elegant Deſcription in the Medical 
Eflays of Edinburgh (a); — they 
both affect the Privates in the ſame 
Manner, both produce a Caries of the 
Bones, and cauſe Ulcers that are 


ſeated in the Membrana Adipoſa, and

both yield to the ſame Method of 
Cure; whence it may reaſonably be 
concluded, that if they take not their 
Riſe from the fame Cauſe, yet that 
the ſame Climate is their common 
Parent. For 
However this be, yet it is evident 
that it made its moſt formidable Ap- 


pearance at the famed Siege of Va- 


ples, which was in the Year 1494, 
when many concurrent Cauſes tended 
to ſpread this noxious Poiſon; at 
which Time it made ſuch Deſtruc- 
tion among Mankind, that had it 
continued with the ſame mortal Cele- 
rity it began, Sydenham thinks it 
would have deſtroyed Mankind with- 
in a few Ages; or by confining them 
to Hoſpitals would have rendered 


them entirely unfit for any of the 


uſeful Offices of Life: for all the 
Aſſiſtance the Phyſicians at that Time 
could afford to their Patients in its 

Cure,

Cure, only ſerved to render their 
Art more contemptible in the Eyes 
of the World; and made their Pa- 
tients look on them as a vain and 
uſeleſs Set of Men. The melancholy 
Wretches who were infected by it, 
after ſuffering the greateſt Tortures, 
turned out of 'Society, deſpiſed, ab- 
horred and ſhunned by their former 
Friends and Acquaintance, languiſh- 
ed a few Days, till at laſt deſired 


Death cloſed the rueful Scene of 


their Misfortunes. 


As the firſt Step in the Cure of a- 
ny Diſeaſe, is, if poſſible, to find out 
the Nature of the morbid Matter 
which cauſes it, ſo I entered into 
the following Courſe of Experiments 
with that Defign, led thereto by the 
Uncertainty of the Opinions of the 
moſt celebrated Authors on that 
Subject.

EXPERIMENT I. 


On the ninth Day of the Diſeaſe, 
I took ſome of ther virulent Matter 
from a Perſon who had been infected 
to a very great Degree, and examin'd 
it with a Microſcope, when I found 
that there was neither any fermenta- 
tive Motion, Animalculæ, nor any o- 
ther Appearance that could induce 
one to believe, that any ſuch were 
contained in this Virus. — But it ex- 
hibited a Series of very minute ſphe- 
rical Particles, ftuck round with other 
Dagger-like Particles of a ſaline Na- 


ture, extreamly ſharp. ----- Some of 
that which was moſt virulent, ap- 
peared like Cryſtals, fine, clear, 
rigid, and armed with Points and 
Edges.

I md an Inciſion in each Thig h 
of a Dog, and inſerted into > 
Wounds ſome Lint dipped in the 
Venereal Poiſon, taken from a Per- 
ſon who had a very virulent running; 
I then bound up the Wounds. Four 
Days after, the Creature ſhewed 
great Signs of Uneaſineſs, held out 
his Tongue, often attempted to 
make Urine, the Extremity of the 
Penis was extremely inflamed, and a 
Matter was diſcharged, reſembling 


that in a Gonorrhæa.

Neflections on the foregoing Experiments. 


By Experiment the firſt, it appears 


that the Hypotheſis of Kircher, 
Dedier, De Sault, &c. who aſſert 


that the Malignity of this Poiſon 


conſiſts in certain Animalculæ con- 


tained therein, is exceedingly er- 


By E xperiment the fifth, the Opi- 


2 of Dr. Aftruc, and ſuch others 


who maintain that it conſiſts in a 
corroſive Acid, is proved to be e- 
qually groundleſs.— The Reaſons that 
induced them to be of that Opinion 
was, that they obſerved that this 
Poiſon produced a Coagulation in the 
Lymph, and a Caries in the Bones. 


But had they conſidered that both 
theſe Effects will follow any putrid, 


acri-

acrimonious Ferment lodged in the 
Fluids, or from a Mechanical Re- 
laxation of the Fibres of the Veſſels, 
it might have ſhewn them how pre- 
carious tis to draw Concluſions from 
a Principle ſo vague and uncertain. 

---The Reaſoning on the Doctrine of 
Acids and Alcalies, has been very 
hurtful both to Philoſophy and Phy- 
fic, at one Time it prevailed ſo much 
in the latter, that moſt of the Phæ- 
nomena of Diſeaſes were accounted 
for on theſe Principles; but that Un- 
certainty which attends this Hypo- 
theſis, has been learnedly and juſtly 
_ expoſed by the ingenious Mr. Boyle, 
and afterwards by Dr. Pitcairn. 
Phyſicians in all Ages have been too 
limited in aſſigning thoſe general 
Laws that produce Diſorders, the 
Doctrines of Strict and Lax that pre- 


vailed among the Roman Phyſicians 


of the Methodic Sect in Galen s Time, 


and for which he ſo juſtly cenſures 
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was of this Kind.---There 
are indeed certain general Laws that 
govern the Solids and Fluids of a hu- 
man Body, but yet theſe are more 
numerous than has been yet animad- 


verted to by any particular Sect of 
Phyſicians.

By Experiments firſt, ſecond, third, 


and fourth, it is evident that this 


Poiſon is of an acrimonious, corro- 
five, ſaline, inflammatory Nature, and 
from its Figure is capable of produ- 
cing molt violent inflammatory Sym- 


ptoms in a Body otherwiſe healthy, in 


a ſhort Space of Time; as will fur- 
ther appear from the following Hiſ- 
tory of its Progreſs in the human Bo- 


dy, when once the ſmalleſt Quan- 


tity of its Fluids are contaminated 
thereby.

When this Diſeaſe is communica- 
ted by Coition, if the Force of the 


Virus

Virus is determined to the Urethra, the 
Urine becomes higher coloured, an 
Ulcer is produced there; the Pulſe 
becomes harder and quicker, and the 
Blood taken away is fized.---A Diſ- 
charge of acrid Matter appears about 
the third Day, in ſome ſooner, in 
others later, according to the Degree 
of Virulency, or inflammatory Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Fluids; the ſooner the run- 
ning appears after Infection, the more 
violent the Inflammation, and more 
dangerous will every other Symptom 
be ; for this ſhews, that either the 
Pockey Matter which is received, is 
extreamly acrid, or that the Fluids 
of the Perſon who is infected, are in 
a very inflammatory State, or both 
theſe concurring together. How 
far the State of the Fluids concur to 
increaſe the Danger of the Diſeaſe, 
at the Time of Infection, appears 
from an Obſervation, that moſt 
practical Writers have taken no

of, viz. that any Number of Perſons 


fearce two of theſe ſhall have the 
Diſeaſe with the like Appearances, 
or the ſame Degree of Virulency; 
but each ſhall have it in a com- 
pound proportion of the Acrimony 
of the Matter received, the concur- 
curring Cauſes of an Inflammation, 
and the then preſent inflammatory 
State of the Fluids. This Virus is 
no ſooner received into the F luids, 


but it produces an Inflammation in 


ſome Degree , and it certainly is that 
which requires our greateſt Care and 
Attention; as it is the moſt imme- 
diately dangerous of any of the Atten- 


— of this Diſeaſe, and which be- 


neglected, has been the Death of 
1 ouſands, from a vain Hypotheſis, 
that had no other Grounds, but 
their own wild Imaginations, vis. 
that Bleeding and the other Means 


uſed to cure Inflammations, only tend- 
ed

cd to drive the Infection into the 
Blood ; but Experience and Reaſon 
both have proved the contiary. 


An Inflammation ariſing from any 
Cauſe, immediately induces a Sizy- 
nels in the Blood, which increaſes in 
Proportion as there is a Tendency to 
Mortification or Gangrene; in which 
laſt State it will be greateſt; and as 
the Inflammation increaſes, ſo the 
Colour and Conſiſtence ſhews its 
Danger, for from a pale, it often 
changes to a yellow, green, or black,

Degree; the third, much greater 
than the ſecond; but the la at- 
tends a Gangrene, or Mortification 
whilſt the Colour thus ſhews the 
State of an Inflammation, the Conſiſt- 
ence alſo aſſiſts us in forming a Judg- 
ment with equal — the viſ- 

cous and tenacious being the re:

whilſt the diſſolved, ſlimy, and ſoft, 


where the Cruor has its under Part 
black and putrid, declares the Part 
affected, to be ſhortly, if not already 
in a State of Mortification. 


From this Account of an Inflam-- 
mation, we find how urgent that 
Symptom preſſes for Aſſiſtance, and 
what Danger the Neglect of it muſt 
occaſion; as alſo, the prepoſterous 
Method thoſe Perſons purſue, who 
give Mercurial Medicines, before they 
uſe proper Evacuations; and this is 


further illuſtrated by the Obſervation 


which the beſt Phyſicians and Sur- 


2 of the preſent Age have made, 
regard to the Adminiſtration of 
M ercurialis dulcis in Wounds and 
Ulcers, vis. That if there be a 
Wound or Ulcer which is obſtinate 
to heal, is much inflamed, foul, 
and ſordid, diſcharging an ichorous 


Matter, at the ſame time the Body 


being

being coſtive, going into too cold, 
or ſhut up in too cloſe and warm a 
Place ; in ſuch a Caſe, if a Scruple of 
Mercurius dulcis be given, it will con- 
ſiderably encreaſe the Inflammation; 
but . if we bleed, adminiſter a gentle 
Purge, avoid exceſſive Heat or Cold, 
and then exhibit Mercurius dulcis; 
the Inflammation will be abated, and 
the Wound or Ulcer digeſt kindly, 
and from an ichorous afford a laudi- 
ble Matter. © 1 


When the Virus fixes upon the 
Prepuce or Glans, and neither run- 
ning nor ſmarting in making Urine 
appears, then Shankers appear, which 
in their firſt Formation ſeem like lit- 
tle Tubercles, or Excoriations; this 
generally happens about the ſeventh 
or eighth Day; when they begin like 
Tubercles, they are not denominated 
Shaukers till the Head comes off; 
theſe neglected, continue corroding 

bo” E the

the adjacent Parts, till at laſt it en- 
tirely deſtroys the whole Subſtance of 
the Penis, but if it be improperly 
treated, it terminates in an obſtinate 
Caloſity, like a hard Puſtule, or be- 
ing flat, often changes Colour. 
When a univerſal Pox fucceeds,, a 
Shanker ill-treated generally ſhews it- 
{elf in obſtinate Night- pains.— Their 
Seat is in the ſebaceous Glands, and 
on a recent Infection never affect 
the external Skin of the Prepuce in 


Men, nor the external Parts of the 


Labiz in Women; as to the Shape 
and Situation of Shankers, tis obſerv- 
ed, that ſuch as are angular, on the 
Margin of the Prepuce, Frænum, 
or Corona Glandis in Men, are of a 
much worſe Kind, and much more 
difficult to cure, than ſuch as are on 
the middle or lower part of the Pre- 
puce, or Glans, eſpecially its back Part 
or Sides; whilſt ſuch as are on the Cli- 
toris, and Carunculæ Myrtiformes are

: _ Shankers dense from n 
Taint, are diſtinguiſhable from thoſe 
little, Excoriations produced by Coi- 
tion with a Woman, at the Time 
of her menſtrual Flux, where that 
Diſcharge is very acrid, or from 
any other Cauſe, in this; hat the 


latter heal up ſpontaneouſly; or by 
the Helpof he common Applications;

This kind of Venereat Ulcer i is fre 
quently found to exift on the Inſide 


of the Urethra, as appears from the 


Diſſection of morbid dead Bodies, 
where I have frequently ſeen them in 
a recent State, and found the Cica- 
trices in ſome that formerly had 
them; notwithſtanding what has 
been advanced formerly by Dr.

Mercury loſt Ground, till at laſt it 
was almoſt univerſally neglected, 
except by Empirics and other daring 
Practitioners ; Guaiacum ſucceded 
it, but even that in Time gave 
Way, and what contributed much 
to this, was an Opinion which 
then prevailed, that this Medicine 
cured the Diſorder radically, by 
Properties which they never at- 
tempted to explain ; it was diſguiſed

nal Neglect and Diſefteem.---Not 


only Saſſafras, Sarſaparilla, and Chi- 
na- Root took Place, but many other 

Trifles, ſuch as every Practitioner 
thought fit to introduce; till the Sur- 
geons tired out with ſuch trifling, re- 
turned to the former Practice of Mer- 
curial Salivation, which dangerous and 
painful Method has continued in uni- 
verſal Eſteem ever ſince, tho' it fre- 


quently diſappoints thoſe that uſe it. 


Many Writers from time to time 
appeared againſt it, but tho' their 
Arguments were forceable, convin- 
cing and pathetic, and the Facts 
which they related, were confeſſed 


to be exactly true, yet they did not 


prevail; fo difficult it is to perſuade 
prejudiced Minds, who will never 
own the Force of Truth. Among 
theſe were Beloſt, and De Sault, in 
France; Sintelear, Brown, Willoughby, 


Douglas, Robinſon and Palern, in 
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England.---But the learned and ex- 
1 perienced Boerhaave in Holland has 
. ſaid enough in his Preface to the 
WY $rip. de Morb. Gal. to leſſen our E- 
i ſteem for it ; the moſt candid and ap- 
proved Writers gave Examples enough 
198 of its Danger and Uncertainty, whilſt 
5 the French Practitioners endeavoured 
r for a better Method.- -The Taſk was 
bi began in the Univerſity of Montpe- 
lier, by D. C. Barbyrac, which was 
| afterwards ſeconded by Drs. Chico- 
„ neau, Haguenot, and Guiſard, the 
1 Method Barbyrac and Chiconeau pro- 
poſed, was to rub in the Mercurial 
11 Ointment at proper Intervals, ſo as 
Wh that it might not excite a Saliva- 
| tion.---Indeed if the Quantity men- 
1 tioned in Barbyrac's Book was not 
bh) a Miſtake in the Editor or Printer, 
| this were impoſſible.· However, cer- 
tain it is Chicconeau, Brown, together 
1 with the other Patrons of this Me- 
r thod at that Time, uſed the Oint- 
A, i ment 
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ment in very ſmall Quantities, and 
at pretty long Intervals — This Me- 
thod was afterwards much improved 
by Haguenot and Guiſard, who find- 
ing that however cautiouſly they uſed 
the Ointment, yet that it often 
brought ona Salivation, they therefore 
added the uſe of warm bathing ; 
which was indeed a very great Im- 
provement, as it not only prevents in a 
great Meaſure the Mercury's affecting 
the ſalival Glands, but alſo waſhes 
off and imbibes much of the acrid 
Salt, lodged in the Pores of the Skin; 
and as it is when uſed alone an ex- 
traordinary good Remedy in this Diſ- 
_ order.=--As this Method is now prac- 


tiſed at Montpelier, the Reader will 


find a very exact and elegant De- 


ſcription of it in Dr. Guiſard's eighth 


Letter to Mr. de la Peyronie. But 
although this Method frequently ſuc- 


ceeds, yet there are ſome unanſwer- 


able Objections that may be made 
to

to it; for as all Diſeaſes ariſing from 


a Putrefaction in any of the animal 
Fluids require an Evacuation of the 
morbid Matter, ſo a putrid Fluid 


can never be reduced to its primi- 


tive, natural, and ſound State; which 


has been allowed by the beſt Writers, 
who ſay, that if the leaſt Particle of 
a Fluid infected with this Virus re- 
mains in the Blood, it will every 


Day gain Force, communicating its 


Infection to ſuch Particles as it comes 
into contact with ; each contaminated 
Particle corrupting the next to it, till 
at laſt the Diſeaſe appears with as 
great Violence as ever.---And as the 
Quantity of the Medicine in the 
Cure of every Diſorder muſt be in 
Proportion to the Degree of Viru- 


lency, and Progreſs, that the induced 


Putreſaction has made in the Fluids, 
ſo the ſmall Quantity of Mercu- 
ry in the Blood, at a Time during

of producing any conſiderable Ef- 
fect.— And this was proved by its 
Succeſs, for though it was found 
to cure in flight Infections, yet it 


would by no Means anſwer in old 
virulent Caſes. 


Dr. de Sault of Bourdeaux, being 
equally diſſatisfied with the ſalivating 
Method, bent his Thoughts towards 
the inveſtigating a more ſafe and 
eaſy Way, and was extreamly ſuc- 
ceſsful in his Inquiries; for indeed, 
to do him Juſtice, he has marked 
out the Path to very conſiderable 
Diſcoveries in the Cure.---He agreed 
with the Salivators, 


that a conſidera- 
ble Quantity of Mercury muſt enter 


the Blood in order to cure, and that 


an Evacuation of the morbid Mat- 
ter was of the greateſt Importance 
but differed from them about the Paſ- 
ſage by which this Evacuation was 


to be made; for he juſtly thought

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that the inteſtinal Glands were bet- 


ter fitted for that Office by Nature, 
than the ſalival Glands were; and to 
that purpoſe he be gan the Cure with 
pretty briſk Catharticks then rubbed 
in the Ointment in a proper Quan- 
tity, interpoſing Catharticks to deter- 
mine the Courſe of the Mercury to the 
Inteſtines, and preventing the Throat 
and Mouth from being affected. 


The moſt formidable Objections 


that were made to this Method were,

ſwers the Objections which Dr. Aſrruc

_ of Londen with Succeſs. 


Dr. Aftruc, amongotherill-ground- 
ot Objections againſt Dr. de Sault, 
mentions it as a material one; that 
he was not acquainted with medical 


Records; and this he grounds on de

Sault's aſſerting, that the Method he 
practiſed was new. To this Douglas 
in his ſecond Diſſertation has replied, 
and by a very fair Examination of all 
the primitive Writers from Car pus down 
to Luſitanus, has ſhewn that none of 
them knew any ſuch Method, how- 
ever they might have given Hints that 
came ſomewhat near it ; he indeed 
falls on Dr. Aftruc with a good deal 
of Severity every where; but I think 
Aſiruc has no Reaſon to complain, 
as he has taken the ſame Freedom 
with others ; indeed there is this Dit- 
ference, that Douglas's Criticiſms are 
_ juſt, whilſt theſe of his Antagoniſt

Taken with the Reaſonableneſs 
and ſuperior Excellency of this Me- 
thod, I tried its Succeſs; but it being

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There is not a more expeditious 
and appropriated Way to diſcharge 
a Matter, that by its Subtilty and 


Acrimony lodges in and preys upon 


the ſolid Parts, and thus cauſes 
violent Symptoms in the nervous 
Syſtem, than by the Glands of the 
Skin, which are the beſt and uni- 


verſal Outlets of the Body: whence 
the venereal Diſeaſe is ſeldom to- 
tally eradicated without the Uſe of 
warm bathing.---All experienced 
Phyſicians know of how little Ser- 
vice, and yet how miſchievous that 
Method of curing the venereal Dif- 
_ eaſe is, which turns on the Uſe of dry- 


ing Decoctions and mercurial Pre- 
parations, whether intended to ſweat 
or ſalivate, unleſs Care be taken todiſ- 


charge all the malignant Humour out 


of the Body particularly by the Pores 
of the Skin.

been laid aſide by moſt Practitioners, 


yet on the ſtricteſt Enquiry, I can- 
not find that this their Prejudice was 
grounded on Facts; nay, I do not 
meet in any Auth of Character 
that has treated of the Cure of a Lues 
Venerea, with any Caſes where it has 
been wie and did not ſucceed : 
Nor 88 ſhould 1 have been at 
all ſurprized, if it had proved inef- 
fectual in the Manner they have ge- 
nerallh prepared it For not con- 
tent with the ſimple eaſy Manner that 
Ferrond had learned from the In-

dians of preparing that Decoction, 
they added many Things to the 
Guaiacum, whoſe Properties were not 
only oppolite to each other, but 
deſtructive to theſe of the Guaiacum, 
whoſe healing Quality they entirely 
deſtroyed. | 


But their Manner of preparing 
it was as wretched as poſſible, for 
inſtead of boiling it on an extream 
ſlow Fire, cloſely covering the Veſ- 
ſel, ſo as to let as few of the fine 
æthereal Particles of the Vegetable 
eſcape as poſlible ; they committed 
it to a ſtrong Fire, in an open Veſ- 
ſel, regarding no other Circumſtance, 
except the Decoctions being fully ſa- 
turated with the reſinous Particles of 
the Wood.

and Certainty cure it in a ſound 
Habit, free from any other Com- 
plaint. 


I have had ſufficient Experience 
of the Uſe of this and the mercu- 


Tial Method, to ſhew me the Danger 
of the indiſcriminate Uſe of either--- 
There are Caſes and Habits wherein 
this Method would be pernicious 
and dangerous, which muſt make 
it requiſite for that Perſon who uſes 
It to have a very piercing Judgment, 
much Experience in the Uſe of the 


Medicine, and an exact Acquaint- 


ance with medical Learning to 
ſucceed in a Cure.

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deed be highly dangerous to uſe it, 
where the Lungs, Kidneys or Blad-

THIS Perſon, aged near Sixty, 
received repeated venereal In- 
feQions near twenty Years ago, which 
he neglected, as the moſt painful 
and urgent Symptoms ſoon diſappear- 
ed; however, about a Year and eight 
Months ſince, an Ulcer appeared in 
his Noſe, by which the Vomer and 
Oſſa Naſi were ſoon deſtroyed. Dur- 
ing this deplorable Situation he ap- 
plyed to one Mr. Plunkett, a famous 
Cancer Doctor, and ſome other Per- 
ſons of the ſame Tribe, who judging 
this to be a Cancer, treated it accord- 
ly. (What gave Riſe to this Opinion 
ſeems to have been the following Ac- 
cident, that the Patient having ſome

Words with a Man, was bitten by 
him in the Noſe, which being treat- 
ed in the common Method did not 


heal, but on the contrary increaſed 


every Day ; it is evident, that if the 
venereal Poiſon was floating about 
in the Body, an Accident of this 
Kind might have eaſily ſettled it on 
the Part, determining its Violence 
there.) But finding no Benefit by 
the Methods of Cure he had un- 
dergone, and every Circumſtance 
growing worſe, he was reſolved to 
ſeek Redreſs from ſome other Perſon ;

The Caſe of P. Flanegan, a 
Man about Forty, oppoſite

tion about ten Years ago, 
which being ill treated, and the Run- 
ning too ſoon dried up, laid the 
Foundation of a univerſal Pox; which 
however lay latent till about October 
1754, when it appeared with very vio- 
lent and dangerous Symptoms, which 
daily increaſing forced him to apply 
for Aſſiſtance; he therefore had the 
Advice and Attendance of a Phy- 
ſician and Apothecary upwards of four 
Months; but as he concealed the 
Cauſe of his Diſorder, it is no wonder 
that his Caſe was miſtaken, and treat- 
ed in a Manner quite different to what

conſiderably worſe, he ſent: for me 
in March 1745. On viliting I found

of breathing, his Breath very feed,

in the Roof of his Mouth, and on 
Examination, I found the Uvula and 


ed whether he had ever been infected 
with the venereal Diſeaſe ?

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ning was ſtop'd in a very few Days, 
I think with one or two Purges, and 
that he had lived very intemperate 
during the Cure.

The Cure of venereal Excreſcences, 
and the Diſeaſes of the Bones, Hus 


been already treated of ſo amply and 
accurately by the Writers of Surgery, 
that nothing ſeems further neceſſary to 
be remarked on that Occaſion : But 
there are two very troubleſome Con- 
ſequences that attend this Diſeaſe, 
either when the Infection has been 
very virulent, or ill treated; theſe 

2 I mean 
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I mean are, firſt, a Caruncle or Car- 
noſity in the Urethra; ſecondly, An 
obſtinate Gleet or Running, which 
ſcarce yields to the moſt powerful 
Remedies, and as ſome Authors of 
Character have lately offered their 
Thoughts concerning them, which 
in all Things don't ſeem exactly to 
correſpond with what Experience 
I have had; require ſome Animad- 
verſion. 


Though I agree with Mr. Gataler 
in the Juſtneſs and Propriety of ma- 
ny of his Criticiſms on Daran's Pre- 
liminary Diſcourſe; yet I am far 
from thinking that he has ſo little 
Merit, or his Medicine ſo little Effi- 
cacy, as this ingenious Gentleman 
would allow ; for it abundantly ap- 
pears from the Facts he has produ- 
ced, that Numbers had been cured 
by him, that had all the Aſſiſtance 
other experienced and celebrated Sur-
